LOCAL ITEMS 


The ahnual meeting of the Poultry 
Association was held on Monday the 
15th inst The members present had 
come to hear the report for the past 
year and plan for future work. The 
meeting was one where each one pres¬ 
ent was in a progressive mood so that 
each did his part, or her part, to aid 
advance along the lines for which the 
association was formed—the ' better¬ 
ment of the poultry industry in the 
district. 

The annual report referred to the 
fact that just a year ago the need of 
such an association became felt - and 
amid some discouragement as to the 
question of obtaining results obtain¬ 
ing results aimed at, a beginning had 
been made and the results obtained 
had passed anticipation. The aim 
of the association was not that a few 
might show birds at a poultry show, 
but that the betterment of the whole 
industry was to be the leading 
thojjghfc- The desire for such an as¬ 
sociation was evidenced by the num¬ 
ber enrolled, the total membership 
for 1920 numbered 83. It u the in¬ 
tention to have more than double that 
number for 1921. * ■ •" ‘ 

The Poultry Show in February last 
brought 132 entries, 286 birds with 
33 exhibitors. $243.95 was distribut¬ 
ed in prizes. 

The success of the utility class, that 
is birds that are judged principally 
for their egg laging, though some re¬ 
gard was shown to nearness to type 
exhibited, was so marked that it is 
the intention of the association to 
still further feature this desirable 
class by making prizes offered more 
valuable aad extended. 

The judges, Mr. P. J. Timms, of 
Calgary, and Mr. G. M. Cormie, the 
Dominion Poultry representative for 
Alberta, of Edmonton, gave entire 
satisfaction with their judgments and 
their courtesy in giving the reason for 
their choice wls appreciated by those 
! who took advantage of their superior 
rfcVftriedgfc. The association is to be 
congratulated upon its enterprise 
in securing such expert knowledge for 
their show. 

Mr. Cormie arranged to send a rep¬ 
resentative to inspect the farm flocks 
and Mr. E. Nash, Poultry Inspector 
for B.C., spent about two weeks in 
the district inspecting the flocks and 
culling out the undesirables. His 
work was very much appreciated by 
those who took advantage of the ser-‘ 
vice offered and arrangements are now 
under way to have the same inspecta- 
tion earlier next spring that pens for 
egg production may be mated early 
in the season that the 1921 chicks may 
come from selected egg producing 
stock. 

The Poultry Department of the Ag¬ 
ricultural Society’s Summer Fair was 
in charge of the Poultry Association 
and was one of the outstanding fea¬ 
tures. Mr. S. A. Bergey, from the 
Poultry Department of the University 
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Thc second wrestling match between 
Bud Brooks,,of Falls City, Nebraska, 
and Gordon Saunders, of Vulcan, took 
place in the Opera House on Wednes¬ 
day evening. Owing to the lack of 
time at their previous meeting no de¬ 
cision was obtained. Each man show¬ 
ed good form and seemed to be fairly 
evenly matched and their second 
match to a finish was looked forward 
to with interest as it was expected a 
good exhibition would be put on. 

In this the large crowd in attend¬ 
ance was not disappointed and al¬ 
though they did not get as much, for 
their money as on the previous oc¬ 
casion it was offset by better and 
snappier work. Each man-had'trained 
well in the interval and stepped on the 
mat in good trim and showed they 
meant business from start to finish.

WHEAT 


The war has brought a new spirit 
and meaning into many old words. 
The blood runs warm when we hear 
the words courage, endurance, sacri¬ 
fice and freedom. Among the words 
too/hat has been vitalized by the war 
is the word faith. Along with hope 
and love it is one of the vital, imper¬ 
ishable words. Faith is needed in 
every walk of life. It insures the hap¬ 
piness of domestic life; it is essential 
in medicine, agriculture and com¬ 
merce. It is the vanguard of all 
scientific achievement and lies at the 
basis of all international peace and 
well-being. 

It was the faithlcs.sne.-s of Ger¬ 
many that caused the slaughter of 
Belgium. It was the faith-keeping of 
Britain that led her to defend Bel¬ 
gium. Rather than prove faithless to 
Belgium, Britain fought. Hers is the 
faith thnt fights. . r 

In any greut cause foj human good, 
the one determining question whether 
the people have enough faith in the 
cause and its ultimate triumph. With¬ 
out that faith any campaign will col¬ 
lapse. Great leaders of the nations 
look for one thing from the people, 
namely, faith and confidence. 

It was in the spirit of faith that 
Britain went forth to fight. It Wa> 
this spirit that dominated France and 
America. ' Never in the darkest tour 
of the war, when all things seemed 
against us, did the spirit of the peo¬ 
ple waver. ' The Germans might take 
trenches, capture prisoners and sink 
-hips, but she could, not capture tht 
Allies indomitable spirit of faith and 
confidence in the final issue of the 
war. 

Faith also deals with the future. It 
believes in the possibilities of the fu¬ 
ture. The Forward Movement is a 
movement that has ’ faith in the Do¬ 
minion of Canada. It is translating 
the word faith into a vital experience. 
It is inspiring men to give in times of 
peace what all are willing to give in 
the delirium of war—that is to say 
themselves and what they have. 

Public spirited men this week will 
call on you for your donation towards 
the National Peace Thankoffering, 
which is to play so great a part in 
the nation’s life.

New Currants, Raisins and Peels now in. 


H. W. Wood, who has been in Win¬ 
nipeg on matters of importance in 
connection with the farmers interests 
returned to Calgary so on Monday 
last and he stated that he had no 
word from Ottawa that the govern¬ 
ment purposed taking any action with 
the marketing of the remaining por¬ 
tion of this year’s' wheat crop. As 
matters stood at present the farmers 
were absolutely at the mercy of fore¬ 
ign buyers. They had already beaten 
the 1 price down to $2 a bushel and 
there was no guaiantec that it would 
not even go lower. 

In reply to a question Mr. Wood 
stated that the total value of the 
participation certificates in connec¬ 
tion with last year’s crop was 48c. 
This, he said, would bring the value 
of the 1919 wheat up to $6.63 a bushel 
Fort William basis. 

Mr. Wood remarked that he had 
noticed on his recent trip that there 
was an unanimous protest amongst 
farmers who allege the difference by 
the government respecting the pro¬ 
tection of their interests this year. 
There was an undoubted disposition 
amongst many of the farmers to hold 
their wheat but what the outcome of 
this would be was problematical in 
face of the fact that there was no 
central selling agency. “As matters 
stand at present,” he said. "Canadian 
agriculture has been given such a 
blow frtfm which it will take years to 
recover.” 

The president of the U.F.A. added 
that he did not sec any reason to hope 
tllat the government would, do any¬ 
thing in the matter now of re-estab¬ 
lishing the wheat board or fixing a 
minimum price of wheat. "I have 
not the slightest information,” he 
said, “that the government intend do¬ 
ing anything in the matter at all.”

Otto H. Kahn, in November Forum: 

It may be said, “Well, fupp6sir>g a 
man with a very large income is made 
to pay up to three-quarters of it in 
taxes. He still has plenty left” 
Granted—but that is not the point. 
The point is not what happens to the 
rich man—he can protect himself—but 
what is the effect upon the country? 
Capital for business or for coiporate 
investments is a necessity for the up¬ 
keep and expansion of trade and in¬ 
dustry. And it, is out of the annual 
savings of the' individual, after meet¬ 
ing living expenses and taxes, that 
the means are provided for that ne¬ 
cessity. Excessive surtaxes accom¬ 
plish double harm: They greatly 
diminish the incentive to thrift and 
they appropriate to on undue extent 
the means which ought to be avail¬ 
able for industry and enterprise.

Steer fattening should be made ar 
important side line on the grain farms 
of the prairie poi vinces. Buildings 
used for this woik need not be expen¬ 
sive, as a cheap Ti nine shed can he 
made with a single ply of lumber or a- 
straw shed can be erected. Either of 
these will provide ample protection 
for -good healthy steers. While con¬ 
siderable money has been made from 
rattening steers on summer pasture 
the" experiments at Scott have shown 
that steel s can be taken off the gras, 
in the fall, put. into winter feeding 
|uai ter.- and fuithcr profit be realized. 
In many in.-tances farmers are short 
of pasture and fattening on grass is 
impossible, hut, nearly, every year Mm 
most farms there is an abundance,of 
i traw and coaise grains that can be 
utilized for winter feeding. 

This feed would reach the ultimate 
con- umer (the fattening animal) with 
tile least cost for ti ansportation and 
labor. Hay, straw, ensilage, roots, 
coarse grains utilized in this way 
would permit farming to become more 
diversified; ank proper cion rotatio ns 
would be established on farms that 
are now almost completely devoted to 
grain growing. In addition, the man- 
urer spread on the land would mean 
inci^ased cron yields. 

The most important reason for fat-- 
hming steers is that properly handled 
-his side line is profitable, In con¬ 
vection with feeding experiments in 
fattening steers conducted at Scott, 
eventy-eight animals have been fat¬ 
tened in three winters. The -average 
profit over feed cost has amounted to 
\17 22 per steer or a total profit of 
*■13 13.16. The animals for these ex¬ 
periments were brought in the autumn 
and sold in the spring and all feed 
was charged at. top market -prices, 
.'il l cash profits from this work were 
ocured in three ways. There was a 
spread - between autumn prices when 
there is usually surplus of stock sel¬ 
ling on the markets and the spring 
prices when butcher cattle are usually 
seaice. There was-an increased gain 
in veight made by the animals during 
the winter and there was an increas-* 
ed value of the animals due to being 
classed as fat butcher’ stock instead 
of as feeders.

Art Claughton appeared yesterday 
before Magistrate McCorquodale on 
two separate charges of a violation of 
the Liquor Act. The prominence of 
the defendant and other features of 
the case were such as to attract a 
large attendance at the court. In 
more than one respect the case pro¬ 
duced a local record. The trial lasted 
the entire afternoon and the fine on 
the first charge was the largest ever 
imposed in a case of the kind in High 
River. i 

The first charge was that of selling 
liquor contrary to the act, and the 
story from the evidence of Provincial 
Constable Holtum and Constable Rob¬ 
son and other witnesses was that on 
Saturday night last the officers took 
up their position at the kiteben win¬ 
dow of the Claughton residence, and 
the blind being up a foot or more, 
they witnessed the operation of those, 
og the invide. 

There were five or more men in the 
kitchen. Some were playing cards, 
and some were not; some were drink¬ 
ing whiskey, and some were not, and ■ 
the police* testified that liquor was 
served and.paid for, and this evidence 
was confined by the testimony of one 
other witness who testified that the 
had purchased two drinks for which 
he paid one dollar. 

After sizing up the situation from 
the outside, and having noted the con¬ 
versation and actions of those on the 
inside, the officers entered the house, 
and were received with the greeting, 
“You’re just in time for a drink.” 
They took possession 6f a bottle con¬ 
taining whiskey and the g’ass that 
was in use. These -were exhibits in 
court, and the dwarf size of the glass I 
was the subject of much comment 
among those in court. 

The next move of the officers was 
the search of the house front cellar to 
attic, but there was no more liquor 
found. V 

. The defendant and one other wit¬ 
ness gave evidence for the defence, 
and denied the sale of liquor, or any 
violation of the liquor.law. The mag¬ 
istrate /ound the accused guilty and 
imposed a fine of two hundred dollars 
and costs. 

The second charge was that of hav¬ 
ing a quantity of liquor in other tljan 
a private dwelling, and was the result 
of the operations of Constable Holt¬ 
um, who testified that some time after 
the excitement of the first episode 
had subsided, he alone again visited 
the Claughton place and took up a po¬ 
sition behind the garage at the rear 
of the hoase.
